For the first time in Ladies Soccer history, the team made it 
to the sectional finals by defeating Lawrenceburg, 4 -2.

BULLDOGS STUN TRODANS 


t was clear from the start that the cross-country team 
had some work to do. The first meet at Rushville revealed 
that East Central had made dramatic improvements from 
the previous season and were immediate favorites to take 
the conference championship from the Bulldogs. 

As the season progressed Batesville slowly closed the 
gap with the East Central Trojans. At the Jennings’ County 
meet the Bulldogs finished 20 points behind the Trojans and 
reduced the margin at the Batesville Invite to nine points. It 
was clear at the Greensburg Invite that the ELAC championship 
meet would come down to a dogfight as the Bulldogs finished 
only five points back. 

Coaches Leo Turchyn and Ronnie McAllister knew it 
would come down to the desire to win and an aggressive 
strategy to defend their title. On the bus ride to the EIAC 
championship meet, the coaches dealt out individual race 
tactics: “Rob (Grote), run conservative for the first mile and 
let East Central set the pace. At the mile, let loose and leave 
them in your dust. Phil (Call) and Jim (Turchyn), stay ahead 
of East Central’s 3rd and 4th runners. Tyler (Roell), stick with 
EC’s 3rd and 4th runners and finish them off with your 
blistering kick. Scott (Washburn), it will be key to stay ahead 
of their 7th runner.” The team was aware of what it would 
take to overtake the Trojans and ready to utilize the training 
they had done in preparation for this race. 
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“East Central beat us every time before, but I knew we 
had a chance. So I figured we'd give it our best shot,” said Jim 
Turchyn, sophomore. 

At the start of the race, East Central was running faster 
than expected, but the dogs stuck to the plan and waited for the 
right moment. Grote stunned the Trojan’s with a blazing surge 
at the mile and finished strong to defend his conference 
championship, while receiving a personal best time for the year 
(15:54). Call and Turchyn pushed each other to run in their 
expected places. Both broke the 17 minute barrier and moved 
into 12 and 13 positions on Batesville’s all-time best list. 

“It feels cool that I’m one of the best runners in over 
twenty years at BHS,” said Turchyn. 

Then came the unexpected, what the team needed; Roell 
finished with his patented kick beating EC’s 3rd runner. It was 
up to Washburn to secure the title. As he turned the corner with 
400 meters to go, he was in 15th place, not enough for the win. 
He quickly passed the 14th place runner, but needed two more 
spots. Four years of practice and determination paid off as 
Washburn overtook two more runners in the final meters. A 
combination of guts, tactics, and the desire to win culminated in 
the men’s cross country team’s EIAC conference championship.
